A two-vehicle crash 
Friday, May 7, at approxi- 
mately 3:25 p.m., claimed 
the life of a Covington 
County juvenile. 

The crash occurred when 
a 2006 Ford F150, traveling 
north on Alabama Highway 
189 and negotiating a curve, 
crossed into the southbound 
lane. As a result, the F150 
collided with a 2017 Toyota 
Sienna. 

The crash occurred 
approximately nine miles 
south of the Elba city lim- 
its, near the intersection of 
Coffee County Road 437. 

During the Coffee County 


Commission meeting 
Monday, May 10, Sheriff 
Dave Sutton said this tragic 
accident presented eight 
injured persons with the 
one death. He said multi- 
ple first responder agencies 
from Coffee and Covington 
counties were on scene. 
The deceased juvenile 
was later was identified, by 
her family in an obituary, to 
be Kassidy Brooke Smith, 
age 9, of Opp, Ala. She was 
a student at Kinston School. 
The accident was inves- 
tigated by Alabama State 
Troopers. No further details 
were released by Troopers. 


One charged with attempted murder

New Brockton Police 
made an arrest Sunday 
night, May 9, following an 
incident that resulted in the 
suspect being charged with 
attempted murder. 

New Brockton Police 
Chief Dale Grimes said 
Terrence Turner, age 25, 
of New Brockton was 
arrested and placed in the 
Coffee County Jail on an 
attempted murder charge. 
He was released from the 
jail Monday afternoon, May 
10, on a $35,000 bond. 

Chief Grimes said no 
further details are available 
at this time regarding the 
incident that led to Turner’s

Coffee County Commission votes to expend 
$4.5 million to build new cell at county landfill 


During their meeting 
Monday, May 10, Coffee 
County Commissioners 


voted to expend over $4.5 
million to build a new cell at 
the Coffee County Landfill. 

Environmental services 
director Mike Thornton said 
the time had arrived for the 
county to build “Cell 8” at 
the landfill. He said this was 
a budgeted item for Fiscal 
Year 2021. 

During the bid process, 
Thornton said the county 
received three responses for 
the project. On Monday, he 
said his recommendation 
would be to award the base 
bid plus the additive alter- 
native bid for this construc- 
tion project. 

W.S. Newell offered 
a bid in the amount of 
$5,210,161.09 while 
Atlantis Commercial 
Group’s bid was 


$4,596,127.20. The recom- 
mendation, however, was to 
award to the low bidder — 
T & K Construction LLC, 
which submitted a bid of 
$4,556,720.08. 
Commissioners went 
along with Thornton’s rec- 
ommendation, and award- 
ed the project bid to T & 
K Construction LLC of 
Vinemont, Ala. 
Commissioner Jim 
Thompson asked when 
the construction might get 
underway, and Thornton 
said it could be as early 
as mid-June. He said the 
contractor has a set time for 
completing the project, and 
the ‘start date’ is up to that 
company once they receive 
the order to proceed. 
Coffee County E911 
chairman Dean Blair issued 
a reminder to all citizens 


during Monday’s commis- 


sion meeting to clearly 
identify their home address 
to better assist first respond- 
ers in locating the address 
during times of emergen- 
cy. He noted that the New 
Brockton Fire Department 
sells reflective address signs 
that work great in helping to 
identify addresses, especial- 
ly in the nighttime hours. 

“Also, our first respond- 
ers have been bombarded 
with a lot of tragic situ- 
ations lately,” Blair said. 
“T just want to thank them 
for the jobs they do. Their 
response is second to none, 
and they do a tremendous 
job for our county.” 

He asked citizens to keep 
all first responders in their 


constant prayers.

Coffee County BOE members vote to hire 
new assistant principal for Kinston School

Upon the recommenda- 
tion of Superintendent 
Kevin Killingsworth, the 
Coffee County Board of 
Education voted Tuesday 
night, May 4, to hire a 
new assistant principal for 
Kinston School, effective 
for the 2021-2022 school 
year. 

Brendan Dow will be fill- 
ing the assistant principal 
shoes. This hire comes on 
the heels of current assistant 
principal Megan Driggers 
being hired as the principal 
next school year. She will 
replace retiring principal 
Danny Branch in that posi- 
tion. 

According to a Facebook 
post of the Kinston School 
page, Dow has “spent the 
last 10 years teaching and 
coaching across the state 
of Alabama making stops 
at Homewood High School, 
Ardmore High School, 
and Dauphin Junior High 
School.” 


His current employment 
is at Dauphin Junior High 
School in Enterprise, Ala., 
where he serves as a physi- 
cal education teacher and 
head football coach. He is a 
2006 graduate of Enterprise 
High School. 

An additional teacher hire 
made by the school board 
during the May 4th meeting 
was that of Robert Speed 
to be a teacher at New 
Brockton High School dur- 
ing the 2021-2022 school 
year. 

Also, the school board 
voted to accept the retire- 
ment of Sally Danford, 
effective June 1, from her 
position with the school 
system as a bus driver for 
New Brockton Schools. 

Also, during the meeting, 
the board voted to approve a 
revised diploma options for 
students, beginning with the 
2021-2022 school year. 
The school system offers 


three diploma options — 
general diploma, advanced 
diploma, and honors 
advanced diploma. 

Gray Harrison, second- 
ary curriculum supervisor 
and special programs coor- 
dinator for Coffee County 
Schools, said the revision 
to the diploma options plan 
would now allow students 
to choose their course of 
study in the Spring of their 
8th grade year rather than 
the Spring of the 10th grade 
year [which is the cur- 
rent process]. He said this 
would better prepare stu- 
dents for their post-gradua- 
tion careers as it would help 
them to truly have a 4-year 
plan in place for their high 
school studies. 

Harrison said new math 
tequirements and additional 
things required by the state 
to graduate also prompted 
the need for the revisions. 
Some of the state required 
changes to graduate include 
each student must complete 
the FAFSA application prior 
to graduating and must pass 
a civics test, along with the 
sequence of math changing 
from 7th-12th grades. 

Also, he said more dual 
enrollment opportunities for 
students make this revision 
a better option for students 
as well. 

Harrison said the only dif-

Horse trainer Bob Baffert was suspended after his horse, 
Medina Spirit, won the Kentucky Derby but tested posi- 
tive for illegal drugs. This is reportedly the 5TH failed 
drug test in a year for trainer Baffert. However, he claims 
innocence and doesn’t have a clue how this happened. 
We wonder if the horse would have won without the 
boost from illegal drugs. Now — will Medina Spirit still 
be allowed to run in the next of the big three horse races? 


Coffee County picked up 591 residents (1.1%) between 
2019 and 2020 to rank Sth in increase during this period 
according to Census Bureau records. Coffee now has a 
population of 53,230 in the latest count. That is the fifth 
largest increase in the state. Most of Alabama’s increase 
was in Limestone County (north Alabama/Huntsville 
area) with 3,092 (3.1% increase) and Baldwin County on 
the gulf with 5,722 additional residents (2.6% increase). 
On the down-side Dallas County (Selma) lost 1,084 or 
2.9%. Coffee’s near-neighbor Conecuh County was fifth 


place on the losing side with a loss of 204 (1.7%( resi-_ 


dents. In raw numbers, Madison County gained the most 
residents with 6,906 in just 12 months from 2019 to 2020. 
The same raw numbers for Dallas County shows a loss of 
1,084 residents during the year, placing it at the top on 
total loss and percentage of loss. 


Washington is in a discussion (debate) over federal fund- 
ing for a 100% pre-school operation. We have no trouble 
with early education for children. In fact, we think parents 
should be more involved and children exposed to more 
beauty and books, etc., much earlier than many children 
are getting it now. Young brains are like sponges and that 
early learning will follow them throughout their life.

Who Receives the Folded Flag? 

When the American flag is taken from the casket or urn at a military 
funeral and has been carefully and symbolically folded into the familiar 
blue triangle with white stars blazing on the top, there is usually no 
issue about who it will be presented to. Tradition as well as military 
regulations say the flag is to be presented to the next of kin. All active 
duty soldiers designate a next of kin for many reasons — insurance, pay, 
benefits, and other important matters. But it is also their next of kin who 
will receive the flag that covers them whether they die in the line of duty, 
or after a lifetime of service. 

Depending upon the family's wishes, the flag that drapes a Veteran's 
casket might be ceremonially raised and lowered on a flagpole 
before it is draped over their casket or urn and then folded for a final 
presentation to next of kin. The official US flag is made from 100% 
American-grown cotton and is not meant to be permanently displayed 
outside, The ceremonial folding and presentation is intended to make 
the flag a permanent indoor memorial to the fallen Veteran. 

In the case of a veteran with no living family members, there will 
always be a military representative, either active duty, retired military 
or from the VA, who will accept the flag in memory of their service and 
sacrifice. With so many of America’s Veterans dying without family or 
home, it is becoming increasingly common for a homeless veteran's 
funeral to be attended by hundreds of other veterans and even civilians, 
all strangers but all wanting to be there for their fallen comrade.

Elba Tigers to close spring 
football drills with four team 
jamboree Friday in Luverne 


The Elba Tigers will give their fans a sneak peek 
at what to expect next season on the football field on 
Friday night when they travel to Luverne to compete 
in a spring jamboree along with Luverne, Jackson and 
Greenville.

Elba will join with Greenville on the visitor’s sideline 
and swap quarters on offense and defense in a full four 
quarter game against host Luverne and Jackson. 

“The format for the game is a little different,” 
admitted Elba Tigers head coach Marc Sieving, “but it 
will be fun to get on the field after nine days of work 
on the practice field, and all the players are excited and 
looking forward to the game.”
